Superforts Destroy 
Largest Japanese 
Oil Storage Area 


GUAM (AP)—Superfortresses 
knocked out Japan’s greatest oil 
storage area, including both the 
army's and navy’s biggest con- 
centrations of fuel storage, in 
just one full-scale raid. 


Reconnaissance photographs to- 
day disclosed that 85 to 90 per 
cent devastation was wrought by 
more than 400 B-29s in their May 
10 raid on southern Honshu. It 
was the first of the war directed 
solely at destroying the major 
source of the enemy empire’s vi- 
tal supply of gasoline and oil for 
its warcraft and shipping. 

Twelve storage tanks were de- 
stroyed and 85 per cent of the tar- 
get area devastated by B-29s 
which attacked the Tokiyama na- 
val fuel station. The adjoining 
Tokuyama coal yards ard syn- 
thetic fuel factory—the army's 
greatest fueling centre—were so 
badly damaged the 2ist Bomber 
!Command spokesman termed 
them “inoperative.” Tokuyama is 
| 48 miles southwest of Kure. 

Sixty of 65 storage tanks at the 
Oshima naval oil storage centre, 
the Japanese fleet's largest, were 
put out of operation. 

The Otake oil refinery, one of 
the Empire’s largest, was forced 
to cease operations. The B-29s 
coveréd ‘the target area so effec- 
htively that only two small pockets 
in extreme corners of the plant 
area remained undamaged. 

Not one of the B-29s was lost 
‘in those raids.

The Canadian cannot make a claim 
against the government for overpayment of 
tax. The government can reopen any claim 
| against the taxpayer. At any time it can say 
| a mistake was made even 25 years ago; com- 
| pel the citizen to pay the difference, plus 
interest, That can't happen either in Britain 
or the U.S. 

In Britain and the U.S. the citizen has | 
rights that are carefully safeguarded. In 
Canada it would appear that departmental 
officials assume rights not bestowed by Par- 
liament.

We 
know that it’s only a question of 
how long it will take the Allies 
to deliver the coup de grace, for 
Japan already is beaten. Even 
the Mikado’s ministers of state 
admit the gravity of her position. 

However, this peace develop- 
ment is a circumstance which we 
should regard with great caution. 
While the Japs probably would 
be glad to secure a peace that 
would save them from complete 
knockout and allow them to hang 
onto some of their plunder, yet 


| they have no present intention of 


unconditional surrender, and are 
capable of making a long and 
fierce resistance.

The Manxman is the fastest | 
ship in the British navy. Admiral | 
Dickson was told to disguise the | 
vessel as the French cruiser 
Leopard—-and within 24° hours. | 
The effect was so_ realistic it 
fooled passing German planes /| 
and a real French cruiser which | 
sailed nearby. | 

The Manxman, flying the 
French colors, steamed around | 
the north end of Corsica to the 
great port of Leghorn at night 
and laid the mines without inter 
ference;

On the 11th of Decem- 
ber, 1942, John Bracken 
stood in the Audi- 
torium in Winnipeg be- 
fore a great concourse 
of people. John Bracken 
— the Farmer — was 


accepting the leadership 
of a great resurgent 
people’s party. In veo 
ing tones he was speak- 
ing of “The People’s 
Charter”.

No one could be less parochial in his outlook — more 
deeply concerned with national welfare than John 
Bracken, the farmer who embarked twenty years ago 
on @ career so successful as to be without precedent in 
contemporary political history within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations.

|‘Cover Plants Add Interest’ 


EARLY EVERY gardener has) 
; some place in his garden 
under shrubs or trees that needs 
| a “cover” plant. If the plant can 
| ade to the interest and attractive- 
| ness of the garden it is very 
desirable, but especially so if this 
satisfactory effect can be had 
with little care, Lawn as a rule 
takes too much attention and 
| often will not do well in ground 
filled with tree roots or where| 
| steep slopes make it impractical. 
Here are some.suggestions well 
worth some time and thought. 

Here on the coast most hoine 
gardens have at least one of two 
evergreens. Under such trees, try 
myrtle (vinca minor), This plant | 
also does well as a covering for | 
bulb beds, because it is so shal- 
low-rooted. Under lilac trees 
violets do well. There are several | 
very attractive varieties, some 
more “creeping” than others. 

If you have a large maple, 
pachysandra. (creeping spurge) 
is excellent for shady or other} 
difficult locations. 

Other good ground covers for | 
} the shade are euonymus radicans 
(wintercreeper), convallaria 
makalis (lily of the valley) and 
mitchella repens (partridge- 
berry) 

On vigorous “trailing plant that} 
| is good for either a bank or 
| shady spot, is the hybrid rugosa | 
| rose, max graf. It has disease- 
resistant foliage and is a bright 
pink with gold-centred blossoms 


DESTROY IRIS ROOTS 


Another problem of the flower 
garden I have had asked about 


It is the worm. that usually | 
causes the rotting of iris roots. 

The eggs of this worm “winter 

over” on the dead foliage of the 
season before This makes & 
| thorough clean-up of the iris bed 

very important because if every 

piece of dead leaf is removed and | 
burned, the next season will be} 
free of this borer. 

Looking closely at the leaves | 
you can see the young borers. | 
After they hatch, they craw] to 
the new foliage and enter the} 
leaf tissues through small holes 
that they eat in the epidermis 
Just pressing together the leaf 
will destroy them 

Watch out for this iris borer 
because once it gets down to the | 
}-roots. it will do the damage with 
out any “above ground” evidence | 
until it is too late to contro] them. 


GAUDY POPPIES 

Among the most popular of all | 
annual flowers is the. shirley} 
poppy. One of the prettiest is the | 
“sweet briar,” for it is deliciously | 
scented and rose-pink colored. 
« These gay poppies are rad 
good-natured, easy to grow in 
even poor soil if the drainage is 
good. They will stand the hot} 
weather through the summer, 
but if drought continues, a good | 
soaking with the hose is ben 
ficial. Just be sure they don’ te) 

| stand in water because poor} 
drainage will discourage them 
quickly. 

Thin sowing is worthwhile and 
necessary, and usually exceanive | 
thinning as well, when the plants | 
are small, They must be sown in| 
their permanent location too, be- | 
cause they have a thin taproot) 
that makes transplanting diffi- 
cult. It is possible to move them 

| of course, but an ample clump | 
éf soil must be taken with them 
to eliminate all root disturbance. 

If you want to use these lovely 

| colors for cut flowers indoors, | 
| cut them in the very-early morn 
ing when the bud sheath is just 
cracking open. Keeping the old} 
poppies cut off will give a much | 
longer flowering season, too. | 


BACK TO THE 
VEGETABLE GARDEN 
On any new piece of ground, } 
} one of the’ best “starter” vege-| 
tables ig the bush bean. Now is 
the time for your first planting, | 
| in fact many gardeners have 
their early rows through the 
| ground already. , 
Successive plantings should be | 
sown every two weeks until late 
August. This will give you a con 
tinuous supply rather than a} 
short period of “too much.” 
Another good idea for bean piant- | 
ing is to alternate varieties as 
well. Many gardeners plant green 
bush beans first and then a few 
| short rows of the yellow wax | 
bush bean. | 
The lima and most of the soy 
beans are not too successful here | 
due to the fact that our nights, 
even in summer, are too cold. 
These two sorts of beans are 
used as “shell” or “dry” beans, 
and our short season does not 
permit us to achieve satisfactory 
results consistently.

For the early sea- 
son, a pickable crop: should be 
pro@uced in eight to 10 weeks, 
and later plantings should be 
“ready” in only six to eight weeks 
after the seed is’ sown. 

Keep the soil around the beans 
stirred continuously during the 
whole of plant’s growing season. 
This cultivation greatly helps the 
beans to grow rapidly and pro 
duce heavier crops. 

If you plant pole beans remem. 
ber that growing things must 
get sun, so don't let any of the 
taller vrops shade the shorter 
ones, Plant the climbers like 
beans at the north end, and the 
shorter crops to the south. 

With the cultivation instruc 
tions for beans must go this im 
portant warning. Never cultivate, 
weed, pick beans or even walk 
between the rows while the 


| plants are wet with dew or rain, 


or while the soil is moistright 


| after irrigating. Never sprinkle 


or wet the plants or vines or 
the beans. If moisture is lacking 
in the soil, cultivate as soon as 
the vines are dry in the morn- 
ing, or irrigate between the rows 
early 

Touching wet leaves or bean 
vines will cause rust. About the 
time the beans are in flower, the 
affected leaves will wilt and look 
much as if they had been 
blighted. ‘This will ‘seriously -cut

This was one of three terms 
substantially increased on ap- 
peals by the Crown. The other 
two were sentences of six months 
giyen by Judge C. J. Lennox to 


j Eldridge for possession of drugs 
j and Robert Patterson ‘for theft. 


The Appeal Court sentenced 
Eldridge to two years and a fine 
of $250 or three months for pos- 
session of morphine, and Patter- 
son to two years. 

It was not because of their long 
records that the sentences were | 
lengthened, the Chief Justice 
said, but because both men had 


| shown themselves unresponsive 


to leniency in the past and had 
persisted in a life of crime. 

Also, he said, Eldridge com- 
mitted the drug store burglary 
when, he was out on bail on the 
drug’ charge.
